any who firmly believe the Exiſtence of a Deity. They muſt needs be 
Tempted from ſuch practices to conclude, thar all our Keligion is a meer 
Cheat, and that we outwardly profeſs what we do not inwardly believe; 
ſince our behaviour towards one another is ſuch, as if we did not really 
believe there is a God in Heaven to reward the Good, or puniſh the 
Wicked Doer. Our Primitive Anceſtors uſed this asan Argument in be- 
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half of their Religion againſt the Heathens, that it was Pure + and Holy , 
harmleſs and innocent, and that its DofArine was more effefual in re- 
claimins Sinners from their Wicked Courſes , than the Principles and Di- 
Rates of all the Heathen Maralifts. This they infiſt much upon in their 
Apologies; and it was certainly one of the moſt ſacceſsful Argu:nents in 
making Coaverts to their Religion-z. for we find that by this Argumene 
many Heathens were perſwaded to- leave their Superſtitious Rites and 
Cuſtoms, and to embrace the Chriſtian Religion as the moſt Pure and 
Holy, and-that which advanced the Princlples of Humane Nature to the 


higheſt pitch. But can we ever expe atthis rate to make any Canvers 


to.our Relhgion, when its Enemies do ſee us. daily accuſing. one: another

They look upon Religion as 
a thing mean and:deſpicable , and far below the concern of fuch great 
Maſters of Reaſin, as they pretend to be; Nay, we are come. to ſich an 
indifferency in matters of Religion, that many of our Laity do look up- 
on it as apiece of Grandeur and Bravery, to trample upon all that's Sa- 
cred and ftamp*d with a. Divine Character. - Don't we fee them. daily 
endeavouring to expoſe. the Clergy to Ignominy and Reproach; to-re- 
trench and dminyh their Revenues, to repreſent them as Abject and Vie 
Perſons, as the retuſe of all thz people, and even to Rob them of thoſe 
Spiritual Privitedges with which our Saviour has inveſted them , and of 
which no Mortal can juſlt.y deprive them? And it 15 no fmall encourage- 
ment thatour New Libelers at 
perſiſt in thejr Wicked courſes; of expoſing the Clergy and conſeguzntly 
Religion it ſelf to Scorn and Dertfion ; tor untels the Clergy be had in 
that Eſteem and Reſpect by the Laity which their Sacred; FunQtion does 
rquire, *tis impoſſible that ever Religioncan. flouriſh among us ; they wall 
never hearken to their Precepts, -that have not a due Reverence tor their 
perſons. $0 that, it we have any concern for Religion, we ought above 
all things to, be tender in blemiſhing the Reputation .of Clergy-men; fince 
it.tends ſo much to the detriment of Religion, and renders.their Mmiltry, 
2!togcther ineffectual among the peopie”

where ſuch practices are permitted, it muſt needsbeget Rancour and Ma-, 
hce, Envy and Revenge among the peopie, and this will at laſt end'in 
Blood aud Confifion. The molt innocent perſon can have no Fence for 
his Repuration againft fuch Wicked pratices as thefe ; for ſuppoſe any 
prophane Ruffian ſhou'd ave the Malice to Accuſe any of us of being | 
Guilty of groſs Immoralities in private, and offer no Witneſſes to avouch - 
for the Truth of his Accuſations ;- what method can we propoſe in this 
Caſe to purge our ſelves from thefe Aſpertions ?

and Omnipotent Work of the Creation, when he. reſted from framing 
the Glorious Fabrick of. this Univerſe ; and out of his great Bounty 
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towards the Work of his own Hands, he allowed us-the other Six 
days of the Week for carrying on our Worldly and Temporal Con- 
cerns. But was it ever before dreamed, that this Indulgence of 
Time for our private Labours was fuch a ſtri& and pofitive Precept, 
requiring us to ſpend theſe Six days fo entirely in working, as if we 
were not at liberty to ſer apart any portion thereof to worſhip God 
either for publick or private Mercies upon any occaſion vouchſafed 


unto us. We ought not indeed to ſpend this Time in idleneſs and 


vanity, and when we are not taken up about the Service of God, we 
ought to be diligent in following our private Labours and Callings. 
Bur if we employ any portion of this 'Tiumeeither in publick or pri- 
vate Exerciſes of Devorion, 'in glorifying God for ſome Perfonal or 
Nationul Bleflings conferred upon us, or in deprecating his Wrath 
for our crying dins and Abominations ; this is fo far from being a 
breach of God's Commands, that it is what he repuires and __ 
at our hands, and has been the conſtant practice almoſt of all Na- 
tions in the World. Do we not find that the Jews, beſides the Feſti- 
vals appointed them by their Lawgiver, obſerved a great many un- 
commanded Feaſts and Faſts, which they themſelves had inſtituted 
as Anniverſary Commemorations of ſome ſignal Deliverances? The 
Feaſt of Purim was inſtituted by Mordecai 1n remembrance of the 
delivery of the Jews from Haman, who maliciouſly ſought the De- 
ſtruction of them. And the Fealt of Dedication was. inſtituted in 
remembrance of that great Mercy which God ſhewed -unto his 


People, in delivering them from the Tyranny of Antiochas, and the 


Idolatry which he had forced upon them, ſetting up the Idol of F#- 
piter in the Temple of God, and aboliſhing the true Worſhip of 
God. It was appointed by Fuias Maccabeus as a Yearly Feſtival, to 
be obſerved from Year to Year for the ſpace of eight days. Beſides 
theſe, they had ſeveral other Feaſts of Humane Inſtitution, ofwhich 
we find frequent mention in Scripture. We ſee likewiſe, that the 
Romans had their Feriz, and their Feſt; Dies ; the Feriz, which were 
inſtituted to the Honour of their Gods, they obſerved fo Sacredly, 
that it was a heinous Crime to do any manner of Work on them; 
on theſe Days it was unlawful for them Terram ferro tangere, as Ser. 
wvins tells us, Theſe Feriz were either Stative, unmoveable Feaſts, 
aid appointed always to be kept on a certain Day ; or Imperative, 
which were Arbitrary , and folemnized upon ſuch Days and on 
fich Occaſions as the Magiſtrates and Prieſts. thought moſt expedi- 
ent.

It is from him the Church derives that Power of having. Civil Penal. 
ties inflited on ſuch as contemn and deſpiſe the Eccleſiaſtical Cen- 
ſures; as'in the caſe of Excommunication, which renders the Party 
excommunicated obnoxious to Temporal Impriſonment, and- inca- 
 pacitates him from: carrying on any: Sie or Action in the Civil 
Courts. - The Church cannot -by her” own Authority uſe the Civil 
Sword to puniſh the ſtubborn and evil Doers ; and therefore in fs 
far as the Civil Magiſtrate extends the Churches Juriſdiction to ſome 
Secular Matters , and impowers her to inflict Civil Penalties for the 
better preſerving of her Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline,the Clergy muſt own 
the King to-be the Fountain from whence they derive this Power.

Our Author's Expreflion, of the King*s having the making of the 
Biſhops, is ſomewhat ambiguous. If he means, that the King is al- 
lowed by the Church of England a Power to Conſecrate and Sepa- 
rate the Biſhops for their Sacred Function, it is fach a notorious 
Falſhood as needs no Confutation, the practice of the Church to 
the contrary being fo viſible.
